On 
meditating  these  two-dimensional  images,  there  will  appear  a real  and  flowing  space  image  in  the  designer’s 
mind.  Such  comprehensive  illusion,  definitely,  may  change  by  any  possibilities.  However,  this  kind  of  conversion 
process  will  go  with  the  whole  designing  process.  The  ways  of  spatial  thinking  of  the  two  dimensions  comprise 
the  visual  perception  of  the  varied  functional  areas  from  different  viewpoints  and  the  visual  effect  of  duplication 
of  the  furnishing  items  and  the  interface,  which  is  the  premise  to  guarantee  the  spatial  integrity  and  unity.

1.  Designers  believe  that  the  most  successful  living  spaces 
are  uncluttered,  refined  and  have  a great  directness  which 
complements  the  casual  lifestyle  of  the  clients 

2.  The  design  speaks  of  a lifestyle,  one  of  entertaining  for  all 
seasons  with  the  lines  between  external  and  internal  being 
deliberately  blurred.  Glazing  is  always  full  height  with  ceilings 
at  3 metres  above  the  finished  floor  levels 
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1.  The  terraces  adjacent  to  the  living  areas  are  large,  each 
with  their  own  swimming  pools  and  barbeque,  rendering 
them  ideal  for  entertaining 

2.  Even  though  the  furniture  is  simple  and  minimal,  warmth 
was  introduced  through  textured  fabrics  and  surface  finishes. 
The  colour  palette  is  neutral  (soft  greys  and  charcoals)  with 
flashes  of  bright  colour  being  introduced  through  accent 
pieces 

3.  Aluminium  was  kept  light  and  understated  and  the  eye 
is  drawn  beyond  the  space  and  always  to  the  distant  view.

"Zen"  type  gardens,  timber  decks  and  natural  materials  define 
these  smaller  areas  as  being  ideal  for  quiet  contemplation 

2.  Due  to  the  linearity  of  the  site  it  made  sense  to  integrate  the  bedrooms  and  bathrooms  as  each  was  more  spacious  with 
its  own  natural  light.  If  enclosed,  the  bathrooms  would  have  been  very  tight  and  would  have  relied  entirely  on  mechanical 
ventilation  and  artificial  lighting 

3.  "Elegance"  was  a priority,  therefore  SAOTA  opted  to  have  them  custom-made.  Each  basin  plays  off  the  same  theme  but  is 
totally  unique  and  designed  specifically  to  suite  the  space  in  which  it  is  installed 
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4 The  creation  of  space  ambience 


The  presentation  of  the  interior  space’s  atmosphere  is  the  visual  experience  of  the  man's  senses  about  the 
corporeal  substance  and  virtual  space.  The  corporeal  substance  is  composed  with  the  enclosure  interface, 
building  structure,  furnishings  and  other  three-dimensional  forms,  whose  various  shapes  and  matched  colours 
as  well  as  contrasted  materials  could  visually  express  the  idea  of  the  designer  and  the  space  style.  Virtual 
space  is  formed  by  enclosing  the  corporeal  substance,  which  plays  important  role  in  space’s  size,  tone,  actual 
situation  as  well  as  ambience.  The  ambience  of  space  is  the  essence  of  home  design  and  also  the  goal  that 
the  designer  seeking  for. 

In  this  case,  the  designers  employ  flexible  design  techniques  to  divide  the  space  perfectly  and  have  created 
continuous  but  also  private  areas;  from  the  perspective  of  detailed  design,  designers  have  retained  the  original 
building  components  and  elements  and  matched  with  the  handcrafted  furnishings,  giving  the  space  a sense  of 
texture  and  tactility.

SPACE  DESIGN  PRINCIPLES 


Closure  and  enclosure 


A quiet  and  tranquil  spatial  ambience  can  be  created  by  closing  and  connecting  various  parts  of  the  home 
space.  This  kind  of  spatial  characteristic  of  the  interior  space  including  the  enclosed  interfaces  possesses  a 
strong  definition.  The  space  maintains  its  introversion  and  privacy  as  well  as  the  symmetrical  centrality  with 
a strong  sense  of  territoriality.  The  proportion  and  scale  between  the  enclosed  interface  and  the  decorative 
furnishings  keep  a highly  coordinate  and  unified  relationship. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  successfully  designs  a spatial  ambience  which  enjoys  the  highly  symmetrical 
centrality  with  a strong  sense  of  territoriality.  The  size  comparison  of  the  home  furnishing  items  and  its  spatial 
environment  coordinate  with  each  other,  which  makes  the  spatial  image  more  abundant  and  graceful.  A 
finishing  touch  goes  to  the  handling  of  the  entrance  hallway,  by  which  the  designer  makes  the  small  space 
broader  by  the  collocation  of  coordinate  ratios  and  scales.

3.  The  symmetrical  wall  decoration  makes  the  narrow  bedroom  wall  be  more  flexible

6 Openness  and  dynamic 


The  openness  of  the  interior  space  together  with  the  fluid  forms  could  enhance  the  communication  between 
the  inside  environment  and  that  of  outside,  and  can  also  easily  create  a moving  visual  effect  of  the  four- 
dimensional space.  This  space  features  with  the  less  integrity  of  the  enclosure  interfaces  part  of  which 
remain  the  open  state  and  strong  extraversion  but  less  restriction  and  could  naturally  interact  with  nature  and 
surrounding  environment;  the  transformation  of  the  enclosure  interface  is  distinctive  and  the  patterns  give  a 
sense  of  dynamic. 

In  this  case,  the  designers  chose  a linear  texture  interface  and  organically  linked  the  swimming  pool,  gardens 
and  public  space  together,  to  achieve  the  visual  effect  that  sceneries  vary  with  the  changing  view-points.

2.  To  overcome  the  constraint  of  maintaining  the  height  of  the  second  floor  a new  mezzanine  space 
was  created  to  accommodate  an  additional  guest  bedroom  in  the  attic  space 

3.  A home  automation  system  controls  the  lighting  on  the  main  building,  creating  a variety  of  moods 
and  settings,  with  special  care  to  minimise  energy.  Another  unique  feature  of  the  master  bedroom  is 
the  viewing  well  in  the  middle  of  the  room  that  provides  a window  of  sorts  to  the  first  floor

Virtual  space 


Being  the  most  enchanting  one  among  all  types  of  interior  space,  the  virtuality  of  the  home  space  creates 
a spatial  environment  that  meets  the  functional  and  aesthetic  requirements  through  its  own  substantive 
characteristics  and  moreover  produces  an  artistic  conception.  Rather  than  being  restricted  to  the  elements  that 
depend  on  the  interfacial  enclosure,  this  spatial  type  divides  the  space  by  the  formal  and  structural  implications 
and  men’s  visual  imagination.  The  most  remarkable  characteristics  can  be  concluded  as  follows:  dividing 
the  space  symbolically  so  as  to  form  the  visual  transparency  as  well  as  maintain  to  the  limit  the  blending  and 
continuous  spatial  attribute;  boasting  the  flowing  and  instructive  features  of  the  linear  space;  generating  the 
visual  imagination  by  means  of  the  building  structure  and  the  decorative  elements.  The  virtuality  of  the  interior 
space  deduces  various  kinds  of  space  on  the  basis  of  the  elements  such  as  the  interior  structures,  materials, 
interfaces  and  modellings. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  creates  the  Zen  style  spatial  ambience  through  the  abstract  technique  of  spatial 
modelling  and  the  concise  colour  matching.  Just  as  what  the  designer  says,  this  is  a place  where  you  can 
meditate  and  fantasize  earnestly.

8 The  form  of  space 


The  form  of  the  home  space  mainly  refers  to  space  and  the  scale  and  the  proportion  of  the  enclosure  interface. 
People  always  use  the  habitual  or  familiar  fccale  concept  to  measure  the  size  of  interior  space,  so  different 
scales  and  proportion  will  produce  various  visual  results.  In  addition,  the  scale  and  the  proportion  of  enclosure 
interface  also  obviously  affect  people’s  feeling,  for  the  reason  that  even  though  people  are  walking  in  the 
interior  space,  their  visual  experiences  are  mainly  from  the  enclosed  interface.  Under  the  premise  of  meeting 
the  spatial  scale  and  proportion,  the  enclosure  interface  design  also  needs  to  take  account  of  the  area,  line, 
length  and  width,  material  and  other  factors  so  that  provides  people  with  a comfortable  and  attractive  interior 
environment. 

In  this  case,  the  overall  space  is  transformed  by  opening  up  two  apartments,  the  designer  aims  to  create  a 
luxurious  space,  and  make  the  layout  full  of  diversity.  In  this  space,  the  collocation  of  the  classical  and  modern 
elements  helps  completely  conveying  the  designer’s  idea.

9 Space  design  and  detailed  structure 


The  design  of  the  home  interior  space  mainly  refers  to  the  interfaces  of  space  and  enclosure  which  mostly 
constitute  human’s  visual  impression.  While  it  is  the  detailed  structure  that  could  present  the  quality  of  space 
and  link  human  with  the  interior  space  together,  providing  visual  basis  for  people  to  better  experience  the 
atmosphere  of  space.  The  detailed  structure  contains  original  structure  components  and  many  decorative 
elements,  among  which  materials,  craftship  and  scale  as  well  as  proportion  of  the  interface  have  great 
influence  on  conveying  the  theme  of  the  overall  space. 

In  this  case,  the  fine  wood  furniture  and  laser-cut  Moroccan  style  bronze  stair  railing  as  well  as  other  detail 
elements  inject  the  room  a sense  of  elegance  and  texture.

The  floor 
lighting  provide  a clear  path  from  the  entry  into  the  living  area  while  highlighting  the  colour  and 
texture  of  the  wood  paneled  walls 

2.  Most  particularly  the  screen  at  the  stair,  which  satisfies  railing  code  requirements  while 
adding  a reach  pattern  that  references  traditional  Moroccan  tile  mosaics  but  that  are 
reinterpreted  in  a laser-cut  metal  screen  with  a bronze  finish.  The  stair  lighting  is  concealed  at 
the  stair  stringer  to  create  a glow  that  parallels  the  path  of  the  treads  and  risers

1 0 Reconstruction  of  space 


The  reconstruction  design  of  the  home  interior  space  refers  to  re-division  of  the  space  on  the  basis  of  original 
interior  space  and  thus  creates  more  convenient  environment  for  people.  It  could  give  a comprehensive 
arrangement  of  the  space’s  closure,  anti-interference,  privacy  and  people’s  requirements  for  the  sight,  sound, 
humidity  and  others. 

In  this  case,  the  designers  have  introduced  an  integrated  fixture  that  contains  a kitchen,  washing  room 
and  locker  room  into  the  interior  space,  and  set  it  to  the  centre  place,  and  given  full  consideration  to  the 
requirements  of  openness  and  privacy,  function  and  streamline.

1.  As  with  all  renovations  the  existing  building  services  and 
structure  had  to  be  incorporated  in  the  overall  design.  This 
was  achieved  through  the  use  of  a free-standing  walnut  unit

2.  This  unit  incorporates  the  kitchen,  bathroom,  and  dresser, 
taking  advantage  of  the  proximity  to  the  building  services. 
Pieces  are  removed  from  the  unit  to  allow  natural  light  to 
penetrate  deep  within  the  loft 

3.  Flexibility  in  design  was  achieved  through  the  use  of 
ceiling-high,  room-dividing  sliding  walls,  allowing  for  multiple 
configurations  of  public  and  private  space  within  the  loft.

3.  Reportedly  costing  $200,000,  the  loft  makes  wonderful  use  of  space  with  a freestanding 
centralised  wood  veneer  kitchen 

4.  The  space  is  thoughtfully  designed  to  accommodate  media  and  work  needs  as  well  as 
living  and  lounging  needs 

5.  The  place  is  a display  of  dramatic  furniture  and  unexpected  angles,  a wonderful  approach 
to  contemporary  design 

6.  The  corner  of  washroom 

7.  Flanking  the  walnut  core,  are  the  service  walls  contrasted  in  white.  These  walls  house  the 
rest  of  the  functional  elements  of  the  space

1 1 The  transition  of  space 


The  transition  of  the  home  space  presents  some  definite  fluidity.  There  may  be  varied  constituent  conditions 
with  the  different  sizes,  materials  and  shapes  of  the  interfaces.  There  are  also  no  defined  spatial  boundaries, 
as  these  enclosed  interfaces  are  made  up  by  elements  such  as  the  barrier  top  partition  wall,  screen  and 
furniture  at  a bigger  height. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  shelf  as  the  separator  between  different  interfaces,  which  divides  the 
whole  interior  space  into  different  ones  including  the  entrance  and  the  kitchen.  The  floating  spatial  effect  makes 
the  limited  space  more  dynamic.

2.  The  island-the  epicenter  of  the  space-is  both  a table  and  a bar,  a place  to  grab  a quick  bite,  or  to  share, 
to  work  alone  or  to  gather  around 

3.  The  kitchen  intertwines  all  the  other  spaces  and  functions  of  the  home,  unifying  the  other  area  around 
it.  It  is  also  a living  kitchen  which  grows  in  relation  to  the  specific  needs  of  the  moment,  without  affecting 
the  overall  structure  or  shape.  It  grows  in  height  with  greater  storage  options,  or  in  width  for  a greater 
workspace  use,  depending  on  the  users’  current  livability  needs.  New  esthetic  features  are  added  to  the 
traditional  kitchen  to  make  this  central  space  versatile.  The  goal  is  to  unite  food  and  culture,  moving  away 
from  the  typical  concealment  of  kitchen  items  and  developing  a contrary  concept,  one  of  display.  Through 
a network  of  shelves,  the  kitchen  becomes  a bookshelf,  a partition,  a pantry...  taking  on  a sculpture-like 
visibility  that  begs  to  be  seen 
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1.  The  simplicity  of  the  unifying  concept  achieved  in  this  space  makes  this  project  an  innovative  and  unique  example  of  modern 
architecture,  a perfect  combination 

2.  Its  stone-like  appearance  used  on  horizontal  planes  of  only  12mm  is  vividly  contrasted  with  the  bright  yellow  of  the  vertical 
surfaces,  a combination  of  classic  and  modern,  where  the  same  material,  the  compact  Top,  takes  on  a completely  different 
look  because  of  how  its  use  was  carefully  chosen 

3.  The  fluid  dividing  manner  makes  the  washroom  more  flexible 

4.  80  square  metres  surrounding  a nerve  centre  of  activities  and  enjoyment  for  the  home’s  residents. The  shelf  design 
allows  you  to  put  small  kitchen  items,  such  as  spice  racks,  all  the  way  up  to  large  appliances  anywhere.  This  means  that  the 
personality  of  the  space  depends  entirely  on  personal  taste.  By  placing  the  desired  objects  for  all  to  see,  completely  different 
and  personalised  kitchens  are  created.  The  treatment  given  to  this  central  space  plays  with  fullness  and  emptiness,  allowing 
light  and  air  to  play  a leading  role  in  the  scene.  It  floats  from  a central  volume,  defying  the  laws  of  gravity  and  the  concept  of 
bases  and  structures,  freeing  the  floor  from  all  the  bulk  we  are  used  to,  that  rather  contaminates  our  spatial  vision

1 : The  intention  of  space 


The  intentionality  of  the  home  space  can  be  reflected  by  the  virtuality  and  ambiguity  of  the  space  division 
which  can  be  carried  out  in  flexible  ways  that  endow  people's  imagination  and  perception  by  the  integration  of 
the  long,  medium  and  close  shots.  In  this  way,  the  spatial  form  can  enjoy  abundant  levels  and  strong  fluidity. 
The  approach  of  segmentation  that  forms  the  space  image  includes  the  railings,  shelves,  pergolas,  the  hollow 
partition  walls,  furniture,  plants,  water  bodies  and  lights. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  glass  partition  and  the  French  sliding  door  as  the  main  segmentation 
approaches  of  the  linear  space,  while  the  introduction  of  the  courtyard  view  makes  the  whole  space  more 
diversified.

To  introduce  new  space 


Sometimes,  it  is  necessary  to  introduce  new  spaces  into  the  creation  of  home  space.  This  kind  of  approach 
redefines  the  original  space  by  means  of  “Quadratic  Definition”  just  as  constructing  a small  room  in  a big 
space,  by  which  the  design  can  express  its  own  wishful  thinking  while  getting  rid  of  all  the  original  limits  and 
constraints.  The  decorative  approach  is  largely  adopted  in  modern  home  design. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  introduces  the  style  design  of  a streamline  corridor  into  the  original  layout  and  then 
sets  the  bedrooms  and  the  washing  rooms  on  each  side  of  the  corridor  and  moreover  there  are  directive  round 
patterns  on  the  floor  of  the  corridor.  The  designer  aims  to  create  a vertical  space  with  a sense  of  scale  and 
depth  while  forming  a melodic  and  canorous  comparison.

14  The  alternation  of  space 


The  combination  of  the  home  space  can  be  showcased  in  interactively  embedded  ways,  which  can  integrate 
the  advantages  and  characteristics  of  different  spaces  as  well  as  cover  the  shortages. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  implants  a floor  of  bedroom  space  in  the  original  open  space  with  a strong  linear 
sense  and  uses  the  space  under  the  bedroom  as  the  living  room.  The  colour  scheme  of  all  the  materials  and 
the  explicit  directivity  of  the  lines  coordinate  and  unite  the  different  functional  areas  and  spatial  environments. 
The  introduction  of  the  new  space  makes  the  open  and  spacious  interior  space  more  abundant.

1 The  layering  of  space 


The  dimension  of  the  home  space  can  be  decided  by  the  amalgamation  and  permeation  between  different 
enclosed  interfaces  or  sometimes  by  men’s  visual  association.  The  variation  of  the  space  dimension  can  make 
the  plane  layout  more  flexible  while  enhancing  the  sense  of  scale  and  depth  of  the  space. 

In  this  case,  the  most  remarkable  highlight  goes  to  the  courtyard  design  in  the  centre  of  the  layout.  The 
designer  designs  it  as  the  central  pivot  of  the  traffic  stream  line,  a patio  providing  the  interior  space  with  natural 
lights  as  well  as  the  visual  focus.  Moreover,  the  plants  in  the  courtyard  also  increase  the  ecological  significance 
of  the  interior  space.  The  diversity  of  the  plants  and  the  transparency  of  the  partition  in  the  courtyard  effectively 
intensify  the  sense  of  hierarchicy  of  the  whole  space.

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Among  the  combinations  of  the  home  space,  the  integrated  combination  is  the  most  pervasive  mode, 
which  unites  and  harmonises  the  natural  environment  and  the  interior  space  by  the  transparent  and  flexible 
approaches  to  the  mobile  space.  In  this  way,  the  scope  of  the  design  content  of  the  home  space  turns  broader 
in  consideration  of  not  only  the  relationship  between  the  physical  and  virtual  body  of  the  interior  space  but  the 
continuity  between  the  interior  and  exterior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  open  French  window  offers  favourable  condition  for  the  connection  of  the  interior  and  the 
exterior.  The  terrace,  the  swimming  pool,  the  Greenland  landscape  and  the  interior  environment  echo  each 
other,  creating  a flowing  spatial  ambience.

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1.  The  entire  space  opens  towards  the  sea.  In  addition  to  the  outer  sea  horizon,  which  is  a typical  feature  of  any  seaside 
house,  designer  introduced  another  water  surface  - that  of  the  swimming  pool,  which  enhances  the  visible  proximity  of  the 
sea.

In  the  home  space,  human  actions  and  activities  are  limited  by  the  established  spatiality.  Once  the  interior 
space  is  defined,  it  boasts  some  ability  of  restricting  the  life  style,  which  may  lead  to  a series  of  contradictions 
and  problems.  Men’s  employment  of  the  interior  space  constitutes  the  main  factor  of  the  psychological 
changes.  Therefore,  the  designers  may  consciously  make  use  of  the  psychological  characteristics  of  people  to 
hammer  out  the  relationship  between  the  spatial  condition  and  human  actions  so  as  to  construct  a suitable  and 
favourable  living  environment. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  designs  an  elegant  entrance  space  for  a young  couple.  As  a place  to  communicate 
with  the  other  areas,  the  two-level  high  entrance  mass  that  is  divided  by  the  revolving  door  will  lead  the  guests 
to  wander  between  the  swimming  pool  and  the  living  room.

18  Coordination  of  the  plane 


In  home  design,  the  plane  layout  plays  an  important  role  in  forming  the  total  design  quality.  As  the  essential 
factor  of  the  space  definition,  the  structure  design  of  the  ground  can  always  be  took  into  consideration  as  a 
whole  element,  which  defines  the  scope  of  the  used  space  with  its  smooth  basal  plane.  Serving  as  the  plane 
for  people’s  activities  and  the  display  of  furnishings,  the  ground  has  always  been  built  as  a secure  and  hard- 
wearing  surface  to  make  sure  the  adequate  safety  and  sustainability. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  paves  the  ground  with  the  floor  board  in  the  horizontal  direction,  which  not  only 
contributes  to  the  interpenetration  of  the  dinning  room,  the  living  room  and  the  kitchen,  strengthening  the 
fluidity,  but  echoes  well  with  the  wall  space  in  colours.

19  The  basic  point  of  division 


There  are  many  kinds  of  approaches  of  home  space  division:  the  girders  and  the  pillars,  as  the  fictitious 
definitive  elements,  are  necessary  elements  of  space  division  which  can  not  be  ignored  besides  the  application 
of  immobile  interfaces  and  furnishings.  They  constitute  the  three-dimensional  virtual  space  on  the  rooftop  and 
the  ground  in  an  axes  array  while  being  the  constructional  elements  of  the  building.  The  size  of  space  of  them 
is  closely  bound  up  with  the  structural  module,  therefore  the  girders  and  the  pillars  serve  as  the  basic  point  of 
interior  enclosure  and  division  in  the  process  of  the  home  space  design. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  retains  the  characteristics  of  the  original  building  and  makes  a study  on  the  colour, 
thus  fusing  them  with  the  overall  environment  together  artfully.  Moreover,  the  ordering  arrangement  of  the 
furnishings,  combining  the  array  of  the  girders  and  the  pillars,  further  increase  the  four-dimensional  attribute.

During  the  process  of  the  home  space  design,  the  wall,  dividing  the  whole  space  on  the  ground  into  two  totally 
different  activity  areas  with  its  hypostatic  plate,  is  the  concrete  definitive  element  of  the  interior  space.  The 
walls  made  from  different  materials  are  the  main  components  of  the  enclosed  interior  space  and  support  the 
whole  architecture,  providing  the  interior  space  with  protection  and  privacy  as  the  main  decorative  surface. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  designs  the  wall  as  a background  that  integrates  different  functional  areas  using 
simple  modelling  techniques  and  changes  the  main  wall  separating  the  living  room  from  the  gallery  into  a built- 
in  bookcase  in  which  the  office  space  supplies  such  as  the  books  and  the  facsimile  apparatus  are  concealed.

The  roof  shape  in  the  home  space  design  is  the  ultimate  definitive  element  of  the  interior  space  structure.  As 
the  covering  component  of  the  interior  space  enclosure,  it  makes  the  architectural  space  the  interior  with  its 
downward  protective  function.  It  plays  an  important  role  in  visually  shaping  the  image  of  the  interior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  retained  the  historic  concrete  roof  shape  in  order  to  reserve  the  characteristics  of  the 
original  building  while  making  a comparison  with  the  modern  life  style.  In  the  space  configuration,  the  designer 
uses  the  brunet  furniture  and  the  hanging  mirror  to  amalgamate  the  exposed  concrete  roof  and  the  whole 
environment  naturally.

The  stillness  of  the  space 


Doors  may  define  space  and  act  as  transitional  elements  for  the  interior  home  and  they  may  become  the 
intermediary  of  the  interior  and  the  exterior  by  breaking  a continuous  wall  so  as  to  connect  different  spaces 
together  visually.  As  well  as  being  the  means  of  protection  and  directing  traffic  pathway,  the  function  of  the  door 
changes  with  its  location,  size,  style  and  structure.  Sometimes,  the  style  and  type  of  the  door  define  the  overall 
style  of  the  home  space. 

In  this  case,  to  meet  the  clients’  demand  of  retaining  the  ambience  of  the  traditional  architecture  while  putting 
in  some  modern  elements,  the  designer  gives  special  attention  to  the  style  of  the  sliding  door.  Meanwhile,  the 
large  scale  and  proportion  of  the  door  can  fill  one  with  deep  veneration,  which  implies  the  significance  of  the 
whole  building.

The  extension  of  the  space 


Windows,  as  the  extension  of  the  home  space,  not  only  play  a significant  role  in  forming  the  wall  structure  and 
layout  of  the  whole  space  but  also  act  as  the  important  components  of  exterior  style  and  characteristics  of 
the  building.  The  elements  needed  to  be  taken  into  consideration  while  configuring,  selecting  and  designing 
the  windows  include  the  safety,  the  orientations,  the  daylighting,  the  quantity  of  rays  required,  the  exterior 
landscape  and  the  privacy. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  full-height  French  window  in  the  living  room  to  replace  the  fireplace  and 
the  door,  which  brings  in  the  exterior  view  to  the  interior  as  much  as  possible  apart  from  intensifying  the  interior 
plenty  of  light.

24  The  organisation  of  the  vertical  space 


In  the  structural  design  of  the  home  space,  the  staircase  styling  belongs  to  the  domain  of  the  vertical 
transportation  system.  In  addition  to  performing  the  basic  transport  functions,  the  variation  of  the  staircase 
styling  has  always  been  regarded  as  the  principal  part  of  the  interior  space  design.  Due  to  the  bigger  and 
bigger  scale  of  modern  home  space,  the  new  method  of  vertical  migration  has  been  added  to  the  traditional 
horizontal  migration.  As  a result,  the  original  observing  method  of  watching-from  the  bottom  to  the  top-has 
gradually  changed.  The  view  point  that  had  been  neglected  has  been  attached  more  importance  because  of 
the  introduction  of  the  interior  stairs. 

In  this  case,  the  designer’s  design  of  the  staircase  styling  and  the  originality  of  the  skin  texture  derive  from  the 
observation  and  comprehension  the  nature  water.  The  clipper-built  structure  and  the  hole  design  on  the  surface 
make  people  experience  the  varied  effects  of  light  and  shadow  at  different  locations  when  shuttling  back  and 
forth  on  the  stairs.

Protection  and  decoration 


The  aesthetic  attribute  of  the  handrail  is  also  crucial  in  the  home  design  apart  from  its  basic  protective 
functions.  It  needs  to  maintain  a coordinated  and  unified  relationship  with  the  whole  interior  style  in  terms  of 
styling  variation,  colour  scheme  and  texture  contrast. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  makes  the  patio  run  through  the  four-storey  space  and  moreover  hopes  to  create  an 
elegant  space  which  can  draw  in  the  exterior  view.  Designed  simply,  the  handrails  are  arranged  in  the  linear 
array,  which  constitutes  a perfect  combination  with  the  stairs  and  the  patio  while  adding  a vacant  dynamic 
to  the  patio  space.  As  the  design  of  the  handrail  doesn’t  lead  to  any  block  of  the  environment,  the  lights 
penetrated  the  glass  wall  spray  sufficiently  on  all  the  enclosed  surfaces.

26  The  re-creation  of  the  interior  space 


The  definite  division  of  the  home  space  can  only  be  realised  by  the  full-height  partition  walls,  which  can  create 
the  introverted  spatial  quality  with  a strong  sense  of  closure. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  divides  the  open  interior  space  into  three  parts  in  an  orderly  way  by  breaking  the 
routine  to  integrate  the  partition  wall  and  the  cabinet.  Standing  over  against  the  kitchen,  one  can  feast  his  eyes 
on  the  natural  landscape  outside.  The  design  of  the  full-height  partition  walls  makes  no  difference  to  the  spatial 
fluidity.

Challenge  limitation 


There  are  many  approaches  to  the  established  building  structures  in  comprehensive  home  space  design:  it 
is  workable  to  comply  with  the  arrangement  of  the  whole  structure  by  making  them  in  a visual  order;  it  is  also 
possible  to  make  them  live  harmony  with  the  whole  space  by  exposing  or  discovering  the  building  structures 
in  the  outstretched  methods.  The  exposed  structure,  as  a component  of  the  whole  architecture,  stands  for 
the  style  and  the  history  of  the  building.  In  many  modern  interior  design  works,  the  designers  choose  to  retain 
the  original  building  components  rather  than  disguising  them  aimlessly.  In  terms  of  the  home  interior  design, 
however,  there’s  more  embodiment  of  individuality  than  the  arrangement  of  decoration  and  display,  while  it 
is  difficult  to  make  any  breakthrough  in  the  spatial  style.  There’s  less  and  less  structural  restrict  of  this  kind 
since  the  emergence  of  the  newly  developed  materials  in  large  scale.  The  leading  style  of  the  interior  space 
composed  by  materials  and  structures  rather  than  the  additional  ornamentation  has  become  the  new  trend  of 
the  home  space  design. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  starts  with  design  of  frame  construction  of  the  building  so  that  much  design  that 
conflicts  with  the  interior  design  style  is  avoid.  For  instance,  the  large  scale  sliding  door  in  the  living  room 
makes  the  space  more  spacious.

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1.  Belzberg  Architects  was  brought  in  to  design  the  house  during  the  framing  stage.  The  design  strategy  became  more  about 
coping  with  limitation  and  creating  a narrative  of  space  from  what  was  previously  defined  and  unsuccessful.  In  many  respects, 
Chalon  became  about  solutions  rather  than  statements.  The  living  room  benefitted  greatly  from  this  bolder  intervention  by 
incorporating  larger  sliding  doors 

3.  The  previous  incarnation  of  the  structure  failed  to  properly  respond  to  both  site  and  solar  considerations.  From  these 
moments,  a heavy  emphasis  was  placed  on  opening  the  space  up  and  out  by  pocketing  doors  and  recapturing  lost  views.  The 
layout  originally  relied  on  Feng  Shui  as  the  primary  strategy  for  circulation  and  placement  and  was  one  which  was  continued  in 
the  final  overall  scheme. 

The  design  strategy  also  directly  informed  the  direction  of  how  conditions  were  detailed  and  focus  of  how  materials  were 
treated  as  finishes 

2. Texture  became  a device  that  functioned  not  only  as  a procedure  of  layering  but  as  the  end  result;  in  other  words,  texture 
became  both  the  means  and  the  end

28  The  tension  of  the  vision 


As  people  are  used  to  observe  from  the  bottom  to  the  top,  the  floor  may  be  observed  more  frequently  than 
the  other  interfaces.  Meanwhile,  the  scale  and  the  shape  of  the  floor  also  imply  the  scope  and  function  of 
the  space.  In  a sense,  the  floor  conveys  the  fictitious  spatial  information  to  people  just  like  a grid  and  offers 
different  visual  experience. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  devises  the  random  patterns  with  the  limestone,  unifying  the  open  public  area 
through  dynamic  colour  changes.  Moreover,  the  shape  and  size  comparison  of  the  stone  work  in  concert  with 
the  decorative  material  on  the  wall,  a kind  of  allusive  relationship  expressing  a visual  stretching  force.

29  Flooring  design  and  functional  division 


In  home  interior  design,  the  different  scales,  proportions,  and  material  qualities  of  the  floor  pavement  imply  the 
diversity  and  abundance  of  the  spatial  functions.  Sometimes,  the  designers  use  different  collage  materials  to 
produce  distinct  transition  effect,  while  the  same  material  is  chosen  sometimes  to  demonstrate  the  effect  of 
contrast  and  conformity  through  the  variation  of  the  scale  and  ways  of  paving. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  wood  as  the  material  of  the  floor  pavement  to  create  a comfortable  and 
quiet  space  ambience,  adopting  the  approach  of  differentiating  the  ground  floor  and  the  first  floor  rather  than 
making  the  partial  changes.  On  the  ground  floor,  the  pavement  in  vertical  moulding  combines  all  the  public 
areas  in  an  arranged  order  while  implying  the  directivity  of  the  spatial  mobility;  the  pavement  in  diagonal  lines 
on  the  second  floor  conveys  the  flexibility  and  dynamic  of  the  private  space.

30  Route  design 


In  home  space  design,  the  changes  of  texture  can  not  be  ignored  apart  from  the  quality  and  scale  that  need 
to  be  taken  into  account  when  choosing  the  material  of  the  floor  pavement.  This  kind  of  change  can  not  only 
provide  plentiful  visual  enjoyment  but  form  a strong  sense  of  order  and  imply  the  directivity  of  the  space,  which 
is  visually  effective  in  changing  the  size  of  the  space  and  the  human  action  and  psychology. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  French  white  marble  as  the  material  of  pavement  of  the  public  area.  The 
stone  texture  with  clear  vertical  lines  increases  the  feeling  of  depth  of  the  space  while  implying  the  walking 
direction  as  well.

2.  The  uncontinuous  lines  of  the  floor  generate  a wave-like  visual  effect  and  subtly  associate  with  the  distant  ship  devices;  the 
hanging  lights  with  vertical  lines  become  the  visual  focus  of  the  space

31  The  transition  of  the  areas 


In  home  space  design,  the  variation  and  transition  of  the  floor  depend  on  the  changes  of  the  spatial  function. 
Different  spatial  functions  have  their  own  area  coverage.  The  connection  of  these  areas  can  be  realised  by 
changing  the  method  of  the  floor  pavement,  the  floor  colour,  the  material,  the  scale  and  proportion  as  well  as 
the  height. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  employs  the  visual  contrast  to  achieve  the  transition  and  change  of  the  floor  by 
subsiding  the  dinning  room  and  the  kitchen,  which  forms  a new  spatial  sequence  through  the  changes  of  the 
viewpoint  during  the  process  of  walking.

Living  Room  Plan 


1.  The  existing  garage  is  treated  as  a shell  with  a new 
concrete  floor  with  integrated  services.  This  floor  flows 
through  the  house  connecting  the  large  entrance  hall  on  the 
street  side 

2.  This  former  ambulance  garage  in  the  centre  of  Rotterdam 
borders  on  a secluded  park.  Replacing  the  rear  wall  with  a 
large  glass  window  creates  a direct  relationship  to  it 

3.  The  flexibility  of  the  large  over  dimensioned  living  room 
and  multitude  of  different  atmospheres  in  the  house  make 
it  a liveable  space  that  is  being  fully  exploited  by  its  new 
inhabitants  in  a playful  manner 
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1.  As  one  moves  under  the  box,  views  of  the 
park  emerge,  creating  a sequential  build  up 
of  spaces  culminating  in  the  breathtaking 
view  of  this  green  oasis 

2.  Loose  blocks  on  the  staircase  form 
informal  chairs  or  function  as  tables 
depending  on  the  situation.  The  suspended 
light  box  functions  as  a focal  point  in  the 
movement  from  the  front  of  the  house  to  the 
garden 


3.  Custom-made  cupboard,  kitchen  and  stairs 
finished  in  bright  orange  polyurethane,  link 
the  dugout  to  the  entrance  hall  on  the  street 
side  and  the  living  room  on  the  park  side 


Kitchen+Dining  Plan 
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1.  Although  the  intervention  seems  simple,  a number  of  challenges  presented  themselves  in  practice.  The  entire  dugout  and 
suspended  light  box  stand  completely  free  from  the  existing  structure.  Nine  20-metre  deep  piles  prevent  the  dugout  from 
floating  due  to  the  pressure  from  the  ground  water.  The  weight  of  the  light  box  is  transferred  through  consoles  to  the  concrete 
construction  of  the  dugout.  In  order  to  comply  with  building  regulations  an  intricate  mechanical  ventilation  system  has  been 
implemented  in  combination  with  floor  heating 

2.  The  dugout  in  the  middle  of  the  building  generates  height  for  a second  level.  A polycarbonate  lightbox  with  integrated  LED 
lights  houses  the  bedrooms  and  spans  the  space  above  the  living-kitchen

The  tactile  experience  of  walking 


In  home  space  design,  the  change  of  the  flooor  material  plays  a key  role  in  bringing  about  the  tactile 
experience  besides  conveying  the  visual  richness.  The  immediacy  of  men’s  feeling  when  walking  makes  the 
changes  of  the  floor  material-whether  it  is  thick  or  thin,  concave  or  convex,  cold  or  hot,  a direct  reaction  in  men’ 
s sense  organs  and  helps  them  make  judgement  about  the  spatial  ambience.  So  to  speak,  the  changes  of  the 
floor  texture  bear  a direct  influence  on  people’s  space  judgement. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  wood  floor  as  the  paving  material.  The  natural  timber  texture  presents 
distinct  undulate  changes,  on  which  one  can  experience  the  comfort  and  cosiness  of  the  space.  Meanwhile, 
the  arrangement  of  the  artworks  enhances  the  spatial  effects.

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1.  The  apartment  comprises  two  zones:  on  one  side,  the 
shared  areas:  the  living  room,  dining  room  and  kitchen  as 
well  as  a living  area/home  theatre;  and  on  the  other,  the 
private  quarters  of  the  client  and  his  son.  Detailed  work 
began  on  the  interior  envelope,  playing  with  different  coatings 
and  colours  for  the  volumes,  using  whites  and  shades  of 
grey  and  brown  to  create  a pared-down,  warm  environment 

2.  Each  recessed  lighting  fixture  has  two  spots,  multiplying 
the  lighting  possibilities  with  a minimum  of  means 

3.  Window  treatments  received  particular  attention.  Sheets  of 
fabric  combining  natural  fibres  with  threads  of  stainless  steel- 
completely  invisible  when  raised-descend  from  the  ceiling 
at  the  touch  of  a button  to  temper  the  light  and  preserve 
privacy.  In  order  to  maintain  the  spirit  of  a loft,  the  structural 
columns  were  simply  sanded  down  and  painted  in  the  same 
shades  and  finishes  as  the  walls 
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1.  The  designer  suggested  a space  much  like  the  large 
contemporary  lofts  of  Manhattan  or  Los  Angeles,  a loft 
that  would  speak  of  calm  and  comfort  yet  look  out  over  the 
continually  changing  showcase  of  the  city.  The  living  area / 
home  theatre  adjoining  the  living  room  carries  over  the  same 
natural  shades.  The  wolf  on  the  wall  (by  Josee  Pedneault) 
provides  an  unusual  and  humourous  note  that  sets  the 
tone  for  this  multifunctional  room,  which  also  serves  as  a 
guestroom 

2.  The  kitchen  is  very  simple  yet  has  a very  strong  presence. 
The  cabinets  feature  countertops  of  charcoal  granite  quartz 
and  are  faced  in  glass,  creating  bright  surfaces  that  reflect 
the  cityscape.  A door  leads  to  the  outdoor  terrace,  which 
runs  the  length  of  the  dining  room.  The  very  high  ceilings 
were  lowered  slightly  to  accommodate  lighting  fixtures  and 
conceal  the  electrical  controls  for  the  window  coverings 

3.  As  a point  of  departure,  space  intended  for  a corridor 
to  one  of  the  penthouses  could  now  be  used  to  house  the 
mechanical  and  electrical  systems.  This  meant  that  the 
apartment  could  take  the  form  of  a great  pure  rectangle 
spanning  across  the  full  length  of  the  building,  with  full-height 
windows  on  the  North,  East  and  West  sides  that  would 
provide  exceptional  natural  light.  The  dining  room  and  the 
adjoining  kitchen  are  at  the  far  North  end  of  the  room.  The 
dining  room  table  is  surfaced  in  solid  French  walnut  with  a 
patinated  steel  base  and  can  seat  ten  people. 
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1.  The  son’s  quarters  are  in  the  style  of  a boutique  hotel 
that  has  been  handled  in  an  almost  austere  manner.  Mostly 
charcoal,  due  to  the  alcove  of  the  bed  and  the  woodwork 
on  the  ample  storage  units,  the  room  has  linen  curtains  and 
opaque  window  coverings  that  can  be  closed  to  provide 
total  darkness. This  quarter  also  has  a walk-in  closet  and  a 
bathroom 

2.  The  bedroom  of  the  master  of  the  house  is  in  a rotunda 
facing  due  east.  Furnishings  include  a fluted  walnut  king- 
sized  bed  in  a charcoal  alcove,  a long  floating  walnut  chest 
and  two  zebra  chairs.  The  hematite  curtains  can  insulate 
the  room  from  the  outer  world.  The  suite  includes  two  walk- 
in  closets  and  a master  bath  that  has  a very  refined  feeling, 
with  its  heated  white  Calacatta  marble  floors,  the  white 
granite  quartz  used  on  the  walls,  counters  and  sink,  and  two 
curved  alcoves  finished  in  gold-leaf  tiles  with  a floral  pattern 

3.  Surrounded  by  the  sky  and  the  ceaselessly  changing  light 
from  the  city  beyond,  one  has  the  impression  of  being  in  a 
great  airborne  vessel  that  provides  passengers  with  all  the 
warmth  of  a home,  yet  the  freedom  of  expansive  views

Flooring's  array  of  time  and  space 


The  home  interior  space  design  belongs  to  the  four-dimensional  plastic  arts.  When  moving  in  the  interior 
space,  one  may  feel  the  surroundings  with  his  or  her  own  subjective  time  concept,  experiencing  constantly  the 
information  in  the  interior  space,  both  substantial  and  incorporeal.  The  floor,  as  the  main  interface  of  the  interior 
space  enclosure,  reflects  clearly  the  change  of  the  time  sequence.  Moreover,  the  light  and  shadow  changes  on 
the  ground  will  rejuvenate  the  invariable  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  integrates  the  living  room,  the  swimming  pool  and  the  terrace.  When  lights  come  into 
the  room  through  the  grille,  the  drop  shadow  makes  the  open  interior  space  vigorous.  The  lighting  effects  that 
change  with  time  fill  the  interior  space  with  uncertainty.

34  Sinking  and  rising  colours 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  floor,  as  the  foundation  of  the  whole  environment,  provides  all  the  actual  and 
virtual  space  with  a systematic  load-bearing  platform.  Therefore,  the  chiaroscuro  and  changes  of  warm/cold 
colour  of  the  floor  have  a great  influence  on  the  whole  ambience.  The  cold  colour  with  low  brightness  gives 
people  a sinking  feeling;  the  warm  colour  with  high  brightness  supplies  people  with  a rising  feeling. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  a set  of  space  tone  with  a weak  colour  contrast.  Standing  out  from  the 
surrounding  natural  environment,  the  floor  in  warm  colour  with  high  brightness  makes  the  whole  space  more 
transparent  and  lissome.

3.  The  living  area,  a double  height  space  with  kitchen, 
dining  and  living  area,  has  thirty-six  feet  wide  glass  doors 
that  pocket  into  southern  and  northern  walls.  When  open, 
the  dining  room  becomes  a picnic  area  and  the  living  room 
fireplace  becomes  a campfire 
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Lending  to  the  structure’s  continuity,  the  house  is  assembled,  rather  than  built 


Stair  Plan 
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1.  With  the  owner’s  initial  premise  of  camping,  the  design  and  functionality  of  the  house  promote  a memorable  experience  for 
friends  and  family  in  the  natural  environment 

2.  The  house  is  environmentally  friendly  in  its  overall  construction  and  planning  with  such  specifics  as  geo-thermal  heating  & 
cooling,  shading  & venting  systems,  solar  panels,  organic  finishes  and  materials 

3.  In  all  living  areas  and  bedrooms,  glass  doors  and  insect  screens  slide  in  and  out  from  pocket  walls,  transforming  rooms  to 
screened  porches  or  spaces  completely  open  to  the  landscape

Perspective  patterns 


In  home  space  design,  the  designers  seldom  employ  the  graphic  design  to  decorate  the  flooring.  They  have 
gradually  kept  at  a distance  with  the  natural  organic  forms  since  the  Art  Nouveau  and  have  chosen  the  modern 
style  lines  that  symbolise  the  speed  instead.  Though  there  may  still  be  some  eclecticism  styles  in  some  post- 
modern works,  the  pattern  elements  have  mostly  been  abstracted. 

In  this  case,  the  graphic  patterns  are  applied  in  an  uncommon  way  in  that  they  are  used  not  only  on  the  wall 
and  the  roof,  but  on  the  floor.  The  visually  perspective  changes  make  the  pattern  effect  on  the  floor  more  lively 
and  agile  than  that  on  the  wall  and  the  roof.  The  original  idea  of  the  designer  is  to  replace  the  rigid  method  of 
putting  together  all  the  decorative  elements  with  a flowing  decorative  style  by  breaking  through  the  traditional 
home  space  design  concept.

36  The  calm  floor 


The  flooring,  as  the  compositive  load-bearing  interface,  keeps  a coordinative  composition  relationship  with 
the  others  and  furnishing  items,  which  is  not  only  limited  to  the  constitutive  relations  of  the  planes  but  also  a 
harmonious  contrast  relationship  in  shape,  colour  and  texture  whether  from  the  close-range,  medium-range  or 
the  long-range  perspective. 

In  this  case,  the  black  ground  implies  a strong  weight  sense  while  forming  a sharp  contrast  with  the  exposed 
concrete  partition  wall,  the  brunet  home  furnishing  and  the  geometric  space  modelling.

4.  The  house  is  also  raised  up  higher  to  restrict  view  into  the  living  spaces  from  passersby 
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Dining+Dry  Kitchen+Family  Hall+Wet  Kitchen 
+Timber  Deck  Plan 


1.  The  spaces  are  planned  around  two  voids,  created  over  the  main  lobby  entrance  and  the  dining  halls,  open  and  sequential, 
the  social  spaces 

2.  Living/dining/family  flow  into  one  another  gracefully  and  spills  out  into  the  garden  lawn  and  timber  decking 

3.  The  architectural  treatment  of  the  first  floor  is  generally  solid  and  more  enclosed  with  large  opening  placed  selectively  to 
capture  views  while  the  ground  floor  is  more  transparent  and  open  with  large  glazing  all  round,  maximising  on  the  fluidity 
between  the  inside  and  outside 

4.  The  clients  coordinated  much  of  the  construction  hands  on  and  were  involved  in  the  final  fitting  out  of  the  interior  design  with 
the  diligent  help  of  the  contractor  on  site.  And  as  you  probably  guessed,  they  did  the  kitchen  installation 

5.  Finishes  are  pare  down  and  worked  on  with  only  a minimal  palette.  The  honest  expression  of  materials  and  even  sometimes, 
the  crudeness  of  the  constructional  workmanship  are  deliberately  highlighted.  The  chipped  edges,  the  scars  on  the  walls,  the 
unfinished  floor  with  the  slight  dent  are  tolerated  and  incorporated  in  as  part  of  the  design  as  if  intentional

The  pleasure  of  fixed  pattern  of  vision 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  wall,  as  the  principal  part  of  the  enclosure  interface,  can  endow  people 
with  a stable  feeling  of  being  enclosed.  The  observational  habituation  of  people  lead  them  to  focus  more  of 
their  attentions  on  the  shape,  colour  and  texture  of  the  wall,  as  a result,  the  visual  effects  of  the  wall  play  a 
significant  role  in  influencing  the  whole  spatial  ambience.  Modern  interior  design  tends  to  pay  more  attention 
to  the  relationship  between  the  structure,  the  scale  and  the  proportion  with  less  concentration  on  the  detail 
design.  The  image  of  the  wall  needs  to  be  taken  into  consideration  with  the  overall  composition  of  the  space. 


In  this  case,  the  material  chosen  for  the  wall  with  simple  design  keeps  coordinative  with  the  scale  and 
proportion  of  the  whole  space,  thus  enjoying  a distinct  sense  of  space.  The  colour  and  the  shape  of  the  wall 
has  undergone  the  complanation  and  merged  into  the  whole  environment.

And  also  with  the  existence  of  the  simple  architectural  detail  at  the  common  carp  pond, 
all  of  them  present  a very  well  integrated  space  composition  and  creating  a comprehensive  architectural  dialogue  which  result 
richness  of  space  visual  aesthetic 

4.  Sensation  of  movement,  both  horizontally  and  vertically,  is  felt  because  of  the  dynamism  as  the  result  of  that  interaction

38  The  segmentation  and  combination  of  the  wall 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  segmentation  and  combination  of  the  wall  is  mainly  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  space  subdivision  besides  satisfying  the  demand  of  the  formal  composition.  The  classic 
separation  ratio  will  enhance  the  space  hierarchy  and  the  visual  joyfulness. 

In  this  case,  the  designer,  successfully  combining  modern  design  technique  with  Chinese  traditional  culture, 
makes  consolidated  improvement  to  the  traditional  living  environment  and  style  and  the  decorative  material, 
especially  in  the  living  room  where  the  designer  designs  the  enclosed  wall  above  the  patio  as  a bookshelf.

In  home  interior  space  design,  designers'  concepts  may  sometimes  be  subject  to  many  limits,  namely,  the 
structure  of  the  building,  the  clients’  requirements  and  the  budget.  Even  so,  to  avoid  or  cope  with  these 
restrictions,  the  designers  are  always  able  to  find  one  or  several  proper  approaches,  among  which  the  most 
typical  example  is  the  breakthrough  in  wall  design  that  indicates  clearly  the  designers’  appeal.  The  wall,  as 
the  leading  enclosure  interface,  assumes  lots  of  integrated  specialities.  The  directivity  of  the  wall  represents 
directly  the  mobility  of  the  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  builds  a set  of  mobile  spaces  for  the  client,  a fashion  designer.  All  the  spaces  from 
the  workroom  at  the  entrance  to  the  master  bedroom  are  full  of  the  flowing  curve  elements.  The  changing 
curve  geometry  of  the  wall  shows  people  clearly  the  directions  and  reflects  visually  the  living  condition  of  the 
client.

How  the  wall  can  receive  and  reflect  the  lights  depends  on  the  volume  of  the  light  and 
the  texture  of  the  wall.  The  multiple  reflection  between  the  contiguous  walls  can  increase  the  space  hierarchy 
and  texture.

In  home  interior  space  design,  the  continuity  and  directivity  of  the  roof  intuitively  imply  the  spatial  direction 
and  the  routes  of  people’s  activities.  Meanwhile,  the  ceiling  shape  can  convey  dynamic  rhythm  of  the  four- 
dimensional space  through  the  arrangement  of  arrays,  which  plays  a key  role  in  creating  the  active  spatial 
ambience. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  breaks  the  traditional  mode  of  construction:  adopt  the  treatment  of  elevation  by 
using  the  French  window  to  increase  interactivity  while  arranging  the  wooden  beams  successively  in  arrays  in 
the  spatial  direction  to  increase  the  sense  of  depth  of  the  space  in  terms  of  the  ceiling  treatment  of  the  public 
space  on  the  ground  floor.

According  to  the  requirements  of  the  whole 
space  configuration,  the  roof  design,  as  the  auxiliary  interface,  can  assist  the  wall  and  the  ground  design  to 
make  the  space  integrate  and  open.  Meanwhile,  the  ceiling  design  can  also  work  with  other  interior  in  their 
contrastive  and  harmonious  relations  to  be  the  leading  role  of  the  space  decoration. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  uniform  flat  ceiling  designing  style  to  make  the  whole  space  simple  and 
open  while  highlighting  the  other  surfaces  and  furnishings.

In  home  interior  space  design,  the  roof  materials,  restricted  by  their  own  weight  and  the  difficulties  of 
construction,  are  in  fewer  varieties  than  the  other  interfaces.  In  addition,  the  habitual  observing  manner  from 
the  bottom  to  the  top  of  people  makes  the  roof  design  an  auxiliary  part  of  the  whole  interior  design.  If  we  can 
jump  out  of  the  restrictions  of  the  material  and  shape,  the  roof  image  will  produce  a strong  tensile  force  visually. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  wood  with  digitalised  engraved  patterns  as  the  main  decorative  material 
of  the  roof.  The  structure  in  streamline  shape  intensifies  the  dynamic  effect  of  the  whole  space.  The  designer 
aims  to  make  a visual  contrast  with  the  traditional  Hawaii  woodcarving  in  this  way  and  moreover  modernise  the 
tradition  form  through  digitalised  sculpting  techniques.

In  home  interior  space  design,  lighting  on  the  top  surface  is  used  more  often  as  the  auxiliary  decorative 
light  source  than  as  the  main  illuminant  of  the  interior  space.  The  combination  lighting  systems  such  as  the 
down  lamp,  reflector  lamp,  pendant  lamp,  ceiling  lamp  and  the  electroluminescent  lamp  not  only  magnify  the 
luminous  effect  on  the  top  surface,  but  enrich  people’s  emotional  experience  in  the  whole  interior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  adopts  various  kinds  of  comprehensive  ceiling  lighting  systems  matched  up  with 
large-scale  furniture  and  open  French  windows  to  make  the  interior  space  much  wider.  The  fictitious  space  has 
been  divided  in  restrictive  ways.

The  coordination  of  colours  in  the  space 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  top  design  can  play  an  important  role  in  forming  the  colour  harmony  of 
the  whole  space.  As  the  ultimate  restrictive  element,  the  surface  design  decides  the  volume  of  the  space. 
Designed  in  colours  with  low  colour  saturation  and  high  brightness,  the  ceiling  can  only  be  used  as  a setting 
to  coordinate  the  relationship  between  different  colours  in  contrast  with  the  home  furnishings  with  high  colour 
saturation. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  creates  an  interior  space  in  the  classicist  style  by  the  use  of  some  antiques,  hand- 
made furniture  and  oil  paintings  matched  up  with  other  modern  decorative  elements  which  highlight  the 
classicism  aroma.  A large  amount  of  decorative  moldings  whose  external  texture  can  integrate  into  the  modern 
decorative  style  are  used  in  the  ceiling  design.  The  colours  of  the  ceiling  and  the  home  furnishings  keep  in 
harmony  with  each  other.

The  apartment  located  in  Hong  Kong  becomes  a new  living  space  with  some 
oriental  design  in  some  corner.  This  residence  provides  all  spaces  for  the  family  members’  necessities,  such 
as  bathing,  playing,  eating  and  sleeping.  All  rooms  have  their  own  unique  design  and  are  featured  by  beautiful 
furniture.  The  living  room  looks  so  wide  and  more  comfortable  with  grass  carpet.  Then,  some  oriental  lamps 
were  hanged  in  some  spaces.  The  traditional  Japanese  style  is  felt  in  the  bedroom;  the  bed  is  just  laid  on  the 
floor.

The  choice  of  metal 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  metal  material  is  mainly  used  as  the  load-bearing  structure  and  the 
decorative  finishing.  The  main  feature  of  the  metal  material  is  its  shining  lustre:  the  steel  and  the  aluminium 
showcase  the  dynamic  of  the  era;  the  copper  seems  more  gorgeous  and  elegant;  the  iron  looks  simple, 
unsophisticated  and  dignified. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  selects  the  metal  material  as  the  decorative  material  of  the  terrace  and  the  fagade  of 
the  building  to  make  a sharp  contrast  with  the  rough  natural  environment.

1.  Interiors  are  defined  by  the  placement  of  storage  cabinetry,  eliminating  interior  framed  walls.  The  metal  full-height  sliding 
door  and  the  exposed  balcony  become  the  main  interface  to  divide  the  indoor  and  outdoor  space,  and  the  natural  materials 
and  industrial  quality  play  important  roles  in  the  decoration  of  the  space 

2.  The  homeowner  asked  for  a modest  size,  open  and  adaptable  floor  plan  that  was  sustainably  conceived  with  durable 
materials 

3.  The  metal  texture  contrasts  with  the  raw  wood  sharply 

4.  The  design  would  serve  as  a prototype  for  a future  line  of  prefabricated  “system-built”  homes.  Emphasis  was  given  to 
flexible  site  placement;  and  ensuring  minimal  environmental  impact  while  maximising  view  potential  and  required  privacy 

5.  The  bathroom  module,  containing  all  home  mechanical,  plumbing,  and  electrical  services,  is  built  off-site  and  delivered 
with  the  flat  packed  “system-of-components”

58  The  choice  of  the  plain  concrete 


Different  from  the  ordinary  concrete,  the  plain  concrete  looks  natural  and  solemn  with  smooth  surface,  clear 
edges  and  corners,  which  are  formed  only  by  painting  the  transparent  protective  agent  on  its  surface  but 
without  any  decoration.  This  architectural  style  uses  the  naked  grey  concrete  material  as  the  fundamental  key 
decorated  with  the  texture  left  by  removing  the  formwork  and  the  simple  spatial  form  to  construct  the  Zen-style 
interior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  selects  the  plain  concrete,  the  glass  and  the  steel  as  the  main  building  and 
decorative  materials,  creating  a simple  space  while  integrating  the  exterior  landscape.

1 . Briefly,  an  outer  skin  made  only  by  two  materials  - concrete 
and  glass  - resolves  the  integration  with  the  landscape  and 
the  formal,  structural  and  functional  issues  apart  from  the 
facades  and  the  maintenance 

2.  The  volumes  are  crossed  perpendicularly  and  in  mid  levels 

3.  The  central  place  of  the  house,  the  living  room  is  an 
L-shaped  space,  and  an  outdoor  terrace  is  located  on  either 
side  of  it.  It  makes  a spacious,  rectangular  space  together 
with  the  adjoining  kitchen  and  dining  area.  The  boundaries 
between  the  interior  space  and  the  terraces  are  configured 
entirely  with  full-height  glass  doors,  offering  a sense  of  great 
openness  to  the  space  when  the  doors  are  open

1.  The  social  area  had  to  be  large  enough  with  the  possibility 
of  being  adapted  to  different  uses  as  they  frequently  receive 
many  friends.  The  kitchen  had  to  be  integrated  to  the  social 
area  and  finally  it  was  especially  specified  that  they  wanted 
generous  outdoor  expansions 

2.  Designers  conceived  the  house  like  two  pure  prisms, 
placed  in  a clearing  among  the  trees 

3.  The  project  gives  a comfortable  presence  even  though  it 
stands  in  rugged  terrain 
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1.  The  strong  slope  of  the  land  was  exploited  to  hide  part 
of  the  programme,  reducing  in  this  way  the  presence  of  the 
built  volume.  With  this  volumetric  arrangement  designers 
endowed  the  house  with  all  the  required  places  without 
loosing  an  independent  use  of  each  one.  The  principal 
bedroom  has  its  own  terrace  under  roof 

2.  The  facade  decoration  made  up  with  glass  and  mirror 
under  the  effects  of  transparence  and  reflection  enhances 
the  texture  of  concrete

59  The  choice  of  ceramic 


The  ceramic  more-frequently-used  decoration  material  at  present.  Ceramic  usually  stands  for  the  general 
term  for  potteries  and  porcelains.  The  potteries  with  some  extent  of  water  absorption  and  the  rough  surface 
may  produce  a guff  and  hoarse  voice  after  being  knocked;  the  porcelains  enjoys  higher  sintering  degree  than 
potteries  with  enamel  layers  but  without  the  ability  of  water  absorption. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  selects  the  vitreous  china  to  make  the  limited  interior  space  simpler  and  wider 
through  strong  ground  reflection.

1.  The  reflective  ceramic  floor  together  with  the  simple  shape  of  the  space  has  created  a 
modern  aesthetic  pop  art  style 

2.  Afunctional  white  high  gloss  kitchen  with  minimal  equipment  is  installed.  The  texture  of 
the  ceramic  injects  this  area  a sense  of  simplicity 
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In  the  study  room,  the  matte  floor  together  with  the  warm  lightings  from  the  background  has  created  a quiet  atmosphere,  and 
the  dark  grey  carpet  has  defined  the  reading  area 
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1.  White  and  bright  colours  were  selected  for  the  2-bedroom  flat.  Graphic  motifs  were  hand 
painted  on  the  wall  - this  is  unique  craftwork  that  still  could  be  found  in  Vietnam 

2.  The  bedroom  was  designed  with  darker  hues.  Typically,  in  the  Vietnamese  culture,  darker 
tones  are  perceived  as  luxury

60  The  choice  of  glass 


In  home  interior  space  design,  glass  has  been  gradually  developed  to  regulate  light  and  heat,  save  energy  and 
protect  the  environment,  control  noise,  reduce  structural  weight  and  improve  the  environment.  The  glass  after 
being  coloured  and  polished  has  increasingly  become  the  significant  decorative  element  of  the  interior  space. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  makes  the  space  wider  and  creates  a tough  spatial  ambience  by  the  use  of  the  glass 
material.

61  The  choice  of  textile 


The  fabric  furnishings  in  the  home  interior  space  enjoy  the  rich  colour  and  lustre  and  the  soft  texture.  Different 
kinds  of  fabrics  collocate  with  each  other  in  accordance  with  the  practicality,  comfortableness  and  artistic 
quality  of  the  interior  function. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  successfully  creates  the  decorative  style  of  the  French  Classicism  by  the  collocation 
and  combination  of  different  fabrics  in  line  with  the  client’s  desire.

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1.  The  client’s  desire  was  to  recapture  something  of  the 
refinement  of  the  French  Grand  Siecle,  into  which  was 
integrated  a prestigious  array  of  contemporary  artworks.  This 
commission  allowed  the  designer  to  display  the  characteristic 
flavour  of  his  work 

2.  Designer's  creativity  allows  him  to  break  free  of  the 
doctrinal  straitjacket  of  the  classical,  letting  a taste  for  things 
past  inform  the  present  and  add  to  the  pleasure  of  each 
passing  day 

3.  Soft  furnishings  cheer  up  the  window  surroundings, 
while  couches  and  armchairs  are  covered  and  trimmed  with 
precious  fabrics 

4.  Art  and  authenticity  are  equally  instrumental  in  its 
restoration:  the  stone,  the  marquetry  flooring,  the  woodwork, 
the  painted  dados,  woodwork,  and  doors,  and  the  delicacy 
of  the  carving  by  classical  ornamentistes  all  conspire  in  a 
backdrop  that  sets  off  the  grace  of  the  bijou  furniture  found 
on  the  antique  market  or  else  recreated  to  the  scale  of  the 
rooms  and  following  the  rules  of  the  style 
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1.  To  situate  the  daring  art  collection  within  a typically  eighteenth-century  framework  thus  became  an  aesthetic

62  The  change  of  the  patterns  and  background 


“Patterns”  and  “background”  stand  for  the  flooring,  the  furniture  on  it  and  the  interactive  relations  between  the 
two  sides.  The  changes  of  the  pattern  and  the  background  mean  to  exert  an  influence  on  human  behaviour  and 
psychology  through  this  interactive  relation.  In  home  interior  space  design,  both  the  flooring  and  the  furniture 
possess  some  function  of  space  limitation.  Once  the  space  is  limited,  it  is  endowed  with  the  ability  of  defining 
the  life  style.  Therefore,  the  division  of  the  plane  functions  of  the  interior  space  is  the  process  of  coordinating 
the  relations  between  the  pattern  and  the  background. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  re-establishes  the  division  of  the  plane  functions  by  transforming  the  original  space 
and  forms  an  orderly  space  sequence  through  the  reasonable  arrangement  of  the  modular  furniture.

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1 . The  texture  of  the  flooring  has  continued  the  tactile  experience  of  the  wood  veneer  wall,  and  contrasts  with  the  cold  partition 
wall  sharply.  Abstract  carving  together  with  the  wood  wall  finishes  and  stainless  steel  as  well  as  floor  covering  forms  a rich 
relationship  of  the  spatial  composition 

2.  The  designer  renovated  the  interior  completely.  It  took  more  than  a year  to  complete  the  renovation 

3.  Everything  was  custom  made.  It  was  a heavy  renovation  in  terms  of  difficulty  and  logistics 

4.  The  transition  of  the  flooring  implies  the  conversion  of  the  space  environment,  and  the  calm  living  room  and  smart  kitchen 
have  been  appropriately  expressed  by  the  changes  of  the  flooring

63  The  alternation  of  the  volume 


The  wall  undertakes  the  task  of  the  division  of  the  home  interior  space.  Such  space  division  methods  as  the 
load  bearing  wall,  the  nonbearing  wall,  the  light  partition  wall  and  the  partition  wall  divide  the  homogenised 
interior  space  into  the  space  regions  with  different  space  volumes.  A complete  and  orderly  space  sequence  is 
formed  through  the  combination  of  these  space  regions. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  divides  the  enclosed  building  plane  into  lots  of  flowing  spaces  by  the  use  of  a group 
of  partition  walls  so  as  to  provide  multiple  possibilities  for  people’s  activities.

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1.  Two  eloquent,  L-shaped  concrete  containers  that  depend 
on  each  other  in  order  to  live  individually.  Each  house 
complements  its  neighbour  to  configure  the  central  patio  and 
to  have  intimacy  at  the  same  time.  The  houses  live  inside 
from  the  outside.  The  concrete  containers  shape  both  patios 
in  a sequence  descending  on  the  terrain.  The  inner  and  the 
outer  spaces  merge  and  acquire  the  same  spatial  value 

2.  From  the  outside,  the  exposed  wood’s  texture 
complements  the  concrete’s  hardness 

3.  The  project  is  the  result  of  the  dream  of  two  families:  the 
architect’s  family  and  his  sister’s  family.  Each  one  composed 
by  four  members,  father,  mother  and  two  children.  The 
houses  were  designed  for  the  families  to  grow  independently 
or  together.  The  architect  designed  two  family  houses  very 
much  alike.  A pair  of  twin  houses  in  a very  special  place  in 
a city  with  a privileged  weather,  where  the  light  changes  the 
colour  of  vegetation  every  hour 
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1.  The  owner’s  studio  is  developed  as  a floating  box,  located  on  the  second  floor  in  the  last  bent  container,  with  the  purpose  of 
isolating  this  space 

3.  The  concrete  shells  enclose  the  interior  divisions,  all  being  dry  walls  or  wood  walls.  This  way,  with  the  passing  of  time,  the 
interior  distribution  is  changeable  according  to  each  family 
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1 . The  houses  are  like  luggage,  hard  on  the  outside  and  soft  in  the  inside  in  order  to  let  the  changes  in  the  family  transform  the 
interior  spaces 

2.  The  concrete  walls  bend  and  fold  to  show  the  plasticity  of  the  material  and  to  reinforce  the  entrance  of  light  against  the 
concrete

64  The  definition  of  pleasure 


In  home  interior  space  design,  the  ceiling  design  brings  about  the  visual  experience  that  represents  the 
materialisation  and  extention  of  the  territoriality  of  individual  space.  This  kind  of  spatial  integrity  is  people’ 
s inherent  psychological  need.  Any  visual  changes  on  the  basis  of  the  integrity  will  produce  the  delighted 
experience  effects. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  intensifies  the  dynamic  effects  of  the  interior  space  by  combining  the  natural  lighting 
and  the  artificial  lighting.  Above  all,  the  lighting  effect  on  the  ceiling  of  the  living  room  will  change  with  time.

1.  The  entrance  vestibule  divides  the  bedrooms  quarter  from  the  living  spaces.  It  is  open  on  both  sides  to  allow 
the  breeze  blowing  from  the  river  to  go  through  the  house  after  it  is  freshened  by  the  water  in  the  pool

1.  Baby  blue  shear  drapes  were  selected  to  achieve  an 
optical  illusion  of  coolness  under  the  overhang.  Also,  the 
blue  tinted  glass  and  matching  ceiling  colour  help  complete 
the  breezed  effect  of  the  shaded  environment.  The  living  and 
dining  rooms  have  soaring  ceilings  witch  reach  the  5 metres. 
Patterned  painted  cement  tiles  in  shades  of  blue  were  used 
to  clad  a coffer  above  the  living  room  ceiling  which  is  as  well 
emphasized  by  a light  cove 

2.  Even  though  the  space  flows  seamlessly  between  the 
living  and  dining,  both  rooms  are  separated  by  a white 
lacquered  wood  door  that  forms  a plaid  pattern  when  open. 
A much  more  subtle  geometry  is  used  to  highlight  the  ceiling 
above  the  dining  room,  a pattern  formed  by  bare  fluorescent 
light  bulbs  flush  to  the  face  of  the  drywall  ceiling 

3.  High  ceilings  also  soar  in  the  kitchen.  They  help  exhaust 
the  hot  air  through  the  high  clerestories 
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2.  The  ample  master  bedroom  faces  the  infinity  pool  and  the  river  beyond.  The  integration  with  nature  reassures  that  this 
house  is  a breathtaking  example  of  habitable  contemporary  architecture

65  Space  magician

Home  interior  space  design  is  a technology,  but  also  visual  arts  that  all  its  design  techniques  about  shape, 
colour  and  texture  focus  on  creating  the  meaningful  ambience.  With  the  development  of  the  times,  the  concept 
of  modelling  has  always  represented  the  radical  concept  revolution  which  will  follow  the  developing  trend  from 
complex  to  simple.  During  this  process,  the  visualisation  of  material  will  gradually  liberate  itself  from  the  simple 
modelling  as  the  independent  decorative  vocabulary  and  express  the  spatial  quality. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  uses  the  ordinary  materials  to  create  a comfortable  living  environment.  The 
collocation  and  combination  of  the  materials  express  the  designer’s  understanding  of  life  quality,  among  which 
the  sustainable  design  concept  is  also  one  of  the  important  design  methods.

66  Unity  and  contrast 


Working  with  the  spacial  qualities  of  the  architecture,  the  interior  design  has  become  a science  in  itself.  The 
elements  used  in  artistic  expression  of  any  visual  art  such  as  shape,  color,  and  texture  are  also  used  in 
modelling  an  architectural  form.  Through  this  modeling  with  the  selection  and  placement  of  interior  furnishings, 
the  designer  must  create  an  environment  with  a deeper  connection  to  the  owner  living  within.  Over  time,  the 
designers’  design  aesthetic  has  developed  from  the  complex  to  the  simple,  radically  changing  the  way  they 
conceptualise  space  and  utilise  decorative  elements. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  uses  ordinary  materials  to  create  a comfortable  living  environment.  The  collocation 
and  combination  of  materials  express  the  designer’s  understanding  of  life  quality,  among  which  the  sustainable 
design  concept  is  one  of  the  important  instruments.

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1.  Mexican  Saultillo  floor  tiles  were  selected  for  their  handmade  quality,  with  the  ones  showing  animal  footprints  (created  when 
dogs  walked  over  the  wet  terracotta  while  they  were  being  made)  left  for  the  most  predominant  areas,  so  they  would  not  be 
missed 

2.  In  building  the  house,  no  corner  beads  were  used  in  the  plaster  wall  construction,  allowing  the  surfaces  and  contours  to  be 
delightfully  irregular 

3.  The  custom  doors  and  cabinetry  were  all  made  from  Cypress  wood,  which  has  a rustic  character  often  used  by  Addison 
Mizner,  famous  for  his  Spanish  Colonial  Revival  architecture  of  old  South  Florida.  The  wall  colours  were  not  created  by  normal 
house  paint  but  with  natural  powdered  pigments  incorporated  in  the  wet  wall  plaster 
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2.  The  Mexican  architect,  Luis  Barragan,  was  the  inspiration  in  selecting  the  colors  of  the  house  and  the  way  they  were  applied 

3.  The  library 
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2.  The  exterior  doors  and  windows  were  made  of  mahogany  for  their  visual  warmth  and  rich  character.  The  custom  designed 
bronze  interior  and  exterior  railings  have  developed  a rich  patina,  and  ages  gracefully.  The  material  was  selected  because  of  how 
it  withstands  the  harsh  sun  and  salt  air 

3.  The  large  wood  trusses  and  wood  plank  ceilings  were  hand  colored  to  show  slight  variations  of  faded  browns.  The  house  is 
luxurious  without  being  pretentious;  a wonderful  place  to  slow  down  to  enjoy  the  simple  pleasures  of  life

61  Principal  and  subordinate  & emphasis 


Home  furnishings  is  far  from  piling  up  them  blindly  but  forming  a harmonious  relationship  through  proper 
organisation  and  coordination,  during  which  the  relation  between  the  principal  and  the  subordinate  is  a key 
element.  The  quality  of  the  interior  space  can  be  expressed  in  the  most  directive  and  effective  way  by  the 
display  of  the  principal  furnishings. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  a set  of  modular  couch  to  divide  the  space  and  the  decorative  artworks  in 
Southeast  Asian  style  to  match  it.  The  collocation  in  the  principal  and  subordinate  mode,  simple  and  visualised, 
not  only  meets  the  functional  requirements  but  creates  the  interior  spatial  ambience.

68  Balance  and  stability 


The  decorative  design  of  the  home  interior  space  is  comprised  of  the  interface  of  the  architectural  decoration 
and  the  furnishings.  The  design  process  becomes  a coordination  of  various  kinds  of  decorative  vocabulary  with 
the  abstract  concept  of  spatial  composition  to  create  equilibrium  and  stability.  The  interaction  of  shape,  pattern, 
scale  and  proportion  defines  the  style  and  decorative  elements  included  in  the  interior. 

In  this  case,  the  furnishings  are  mixed  together  with  the  art,  and  at  times  the  furniture  becomes  the  art  through 
a conceptual  installation  within  the  interior  space,  thus  forming  a curious  relationship  between  the  practical 
and  conceptual.

70  Rhythm  and  tune 


The  building  has  always  been  compared  to  music  flows  and  the  interior  space  is  just  like  the  romantic  tunes. 
Different  elements  such  as  structures,  materials  and  furnishings  can  be  organised  together  in  a specific  rhythm 
and  cadence  to  form  the  consecutive  and  luxuriant  visual  experience.  This  kind  of  rhythm  and  cadence  can  be 
presented  by  the  alternation  of  different  functional  areas  and  the  visual  tension  demonstrated  by  the  decorative 
design. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  marks  off  different  spatial  environments  in  order  according  to  the  spatial  form  of  the 
public  and  the  private  space,  creating  the  interior  spatial  ambience  with  a strong  sense  of  rhythm.  Meanwhile, 
the  rhythm  has  been  intensified  by  allocating  different  furnishings  to  various  rooms.

Scale  and  proportion  are  elements  that  are  seen  as  top  priorities  by  all  plastic  arts  in  that  they  decide  the 
existence  of  the  sense  of  form.  In  decorative  design,  scale  and  proportion  need  to  be  kept  in  harmony  with  the 
decorated  spatial  environment.  Only  by  meeting  this  prerequisite  can  the  glamour  of  decorative  design  be  truly 
embodied. 

In  this  case,  the  style  of  the  decorative  elements  is  consistent  with  that  of  the  whole  architecture  while  retaining 
the  spaciousness  and  proportion  of  classicism.  The  shape  of  the  beam  and  the  home  furnishings  convey  the 
fresh  and  natural  artistic  temperament.

The  use  of  affixture  is  the  re-decoration  technique  applied  for  restricted  interior  surface,  by  which  the  interior 
environment  can  be  made  more  abundant  and  individualised.

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1.  Client  was  interested  in  creating  a modern  haven  for 
his  family,  in  a beautiful  Brooklyn  brownstone:  a place  that 
offered  private  retreat  spaces  as  well  as  open  mixing  spaces 
to  spend  time  together 

2.  The  ground  floor  level  was  opened  up  to  become  a loft-like 
living  room  and  kitchen  with  an  exterior  wood  deck  floating 
outside,  over  the  backyard.  The  flexibility  of  the  magnet  wall 
fosters  the  creation  of  zones  organically,  as  people  affix 
items  of  interest  to  them  at  their  own  floor-alternately  the 
entire  stair  could  be  rigorously  curated.  Designer  felt  that 
the  flexibility  of  the  display  wall  mechanism  was  appropriate 
particularly  for  a family  so  rooted  in  a retail  tradition 

3.  In  the  kitchen,  the  colour  palette  is  focused  on  black  and 
silver.  Countertops  are  Absolute  Black  granite  with  a laminate 
on  upper  cabinets  and  island  that  features  an  abstract 
aluminum  pattern  on  a black  background.  Mid  level  cabinets 
and  security  doors  are  aluminum  sheet,  with  a custom 
pattern  of  circles  and  ovals  that  creates  an  optical  illusion 
that  the  sheet  is  bowed  out  when  in  fact  it  is  entirely  flat 
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1.  The  second  floor  became  the  girls’  floor  with  bedrooms,  a study,  kid-lounge  and  bath.  This  floor 
offers  real  flexibility  as  the  rooms  can  be  opened  or  closed  with  large  sliding  doors.  In  the  open 
configuration,  the  entire  floor  is  open-like  a loft  space.  By  closing  the  doors,  the  girls  can  create  a 
traditional  closed  bedroom  space 

2.  The  bathroom  on  this  floor  has  a playful  tile  combination  that  mixes  graphic  tiles  of  a grass  lawn  with 
green  glass  cobbletones  tiles. 

3.  An  extensive  collection  of  rare  shoes  is  featured  prominently  immediately  adjacent  to  the  stair  entry 
on  the  floor,  below  the  skylight.  The  “shoe  wall”  became  an  important  personal  expression  as  well  as  a 
unique  decorative  element 

4.  A new  skylight  was  inserted  into  the  roof,  above  the  stair,  accentuating  the  vertical  rise  and  bringing 
natural  light  down  into  the  home 

5.  Bachelor  retreat  was  the  idea  of  the  third  and  top  floor.  There  is  a home  office  and  extensive  closet/ 
dressing  area  as  well  as  bedroom  and  bathroom

Suspension  design 


Suspension  design  is  the  second  supplementation  for  the  wall  design.  The  arrangement  of  art  works  including 
oil  paintings  and  photos  can  provide  walls  with  a new  visual  sequence.  Meanwhile,  the  articles  used  for 
suspension  always  possess  some  ornamental  and  collection  value,  endowing  the  interior  space  with  some 
certain  symbolic  meaning. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  chooses  the  ceramic  hanging  dishes,  photos  and  oil  paintings  as  the  suspension 
design  elements  of  the  walls.  The  collocation  of  these  elements  and  other  home  furnishings  give  birth  to  the 
spatial  ambience  in  the  style  of  the  eighteenth-century  Britain.

2.  The  interiors  of  the  drawing  rooms  located  on  the  first  floor  are  not  a reconstitution  of  the  English  eighteenth  century,  but  a 
reincarnation 

3.  The  family  room  being  a prime  example.  In  its  glorification  of  the  pleasures  of  the  silver  screen,  it  recalls  that  Tusmore 
House  is  a waking  dream,  the  exultant  recreation  of  England  in  an  era  of  heroism 
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1.  In  the  century  of  the  English  Enlightenment,  in  the  “age  of  connoisseurs”-that  of  avid 
collectors,  of  great  aristocratic  families  who  governed  vast  empires  of  trade,  industry,  and 
agriculture,  and  for  the  present,  with  one  of  the  great  and  the  good.  Periods  overlap  and 
often  merge  in  the  palace  revolution  at  Tusmore  House,  the  largest  such  edifice  to  be  built  in 
England  since  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century 

2.  The  English  eighteenth  century  allows  ample  space  to  more  up-to-date  concerns 

3.  For  its  interior,  the  designer  bases  his  vocabulary  on  the  grammar  of  its  architecture,  for  the 
classical  idiom  is  a language  of  which  he  has  total  command 
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1.  Its  plan  is  modeled  on  that  of  the  great  mansions  that 
were  created  during  the  Hanoverian  dynasty.  The  house’s 
imposing  silhouette  towers  like  a monument 

2.  Each  room  exalts  its  color  and  its  spirit-ranging  from  the 
melting  blue  that  dusts  the  Wedgwood  cameos  to  a sun- 
kissed  yellow,  one  after  another  the  rooms  partake  of  a 
different  atmosphere,  each  devised  to  match  a given  hour  of 
the  day

Paving  is  the  second  supplementation  to  the  basic  design.  In  the  interior  design  a main  emphasis  is  the 
various  carpets  including  hand-tied  ones,  woven  ones,  needled  and  tufted  ones.  They  enrich  the  whole  spatial 
configuration  as  well  as  enhance  the  visual  richness  of  some  areas. 

In  this  case,  the  architects  have  created  a space  inside  of  an  old  building,  taking  into  consideration  the  clients’ 
exclusive  accessoires  and  furnishings.

Furniture  arrangement 


As  the  main  content  of  home  interior  design,  furniture  arrangement  can  not  only  demonstrate  its  own  functions 
but  establish  the  tone  of  home  furnishings.  From  the  viewpoint  of  human  engineering,  home  furnishings,  as  the 
link  of  communication  between  men  and  the  space  in  the  interior  environment,  makes  the  empty  room  more 
comfortable  and  closer  to  life. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  places  a seven-metre-long  coach  in  the  living  room,  which  is  convenient  to  admire 
the  exterior  landscape.  Moreover,  the  modest  styling  showcases  the  elegance  and  dignity  of  the  interior  spatial 
ambience.

76  The  choice  of  lighting  shape 


As  the  main  decorative  elements  of  the  home  interior  space,  the  lamps  and  lanterns  often  include  pendant 
lamps,  ceiling  lamps,  wall  lamps,  floor  lamps,  table  lamps  and  the  like,  among  which  the  pendant  lamps  in 
large  scale  can  always  be  the  independent  decorative  element  of  the  space  and  moreover  adjust  the  spatial 
height  of  vision. 

In  this  case,  to  match  up  with  the  characteristics  of  different  space  ambience,  the  designer  chooses  lamps  in 
various  shapes  which  not  only  offers  lighting  and  illumination  but  become  the  necessary  decorative  elements 
of  the  space.

Direct  illumination 


In  the  lighting  design  of  the  home  interior  space,  direct  illumination  means  the  lighting  system  that  above 
ninety  percent  lights  cast  directly  on  the  objects.  The  lighting  system  features  centralised  illumination  and  high 
brightness.  In  terms  of  the  range  of  application,  it  is  suitable  for  large-area  or  regional  illumination  task. 

In  this  case,  the  lighting  plan  and  layout  for  this  project  was  a significant  feature  of  this  project  and  it  was 
designed  specifically  around  the  client’s  evolving  art  collection  and  furniture  layout.  Like  a museum,  ninety 
percent  of  the  ceiling  lighting  works  directly  with  the  art,  objects  and  spaces  to  highlight  those  elements.  The 
recessed  ceiling  lighting  system  allows  great  flexibility  and  as  the  art  collection  changes,  the  lighting  plan  can 
also  be  altered  and  changed  to  reflect 

the  new  art.  Differing  lamps  can  be  added  or  subtracted  to  alter  the  light  produced  to  feature  or  emphasize 
specific  pieces.  The  entire  lighting  system  is  dimmable  and  programmable  so  that  the  mood  of  the  lighting  can 
reflect  the  time  of  day,  season  of  the  year  or  a public  event.

78  Indirect  illumination 


In  the  lighting  design  of  the  home  interior  space,  indirect  illumination,  also  called  reflected  illumination,  is  an 
illumination  system  in  which  lights  are  first  casted  on  a fixed  interface  and  then  rebounded  to  the  irradiated 
objects.  The  illumination  system  features  soft  lights  with  unconspicuous  drop  shadows,  which  is  suitable  for  the 
elegant  and  tranquil  interior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  improves  the  sense  of  hierarchy  of  the  open  interior  space  through  the  application  of 
the  indirect  lighting  system  which  also  enriches  the  artistic  conception  of  the  space.

All  along  this  transversal  dilatation  glass  tables  for  lunch  and  work  are  located  together  with  a screen  coming  down  the 
ceiling  which  can  visually  separate  the  kitchen  from  the  rest  of  the  environment.  This  informal  crystalline,  naive,  immaculate, 
antibourgeois,  suspended  between  minimalism  and  radical  chic  is  torn  by  ringing  and  vivid  patches  of  colours. 

2.  The  longitudinal  axis  which  is  triggered  by  the  volumetric  development  of  the  living  room  meets  a counterpoint,  a minor 
transept  in  correspondance  with  the  kitchen,  a snow  white  sculpture  marked  exclusively  by  the  partition  of  the  doors  which 
forms  a niche  in  the  added  body  resulting  in  dilating  space  in  the  dimension  perpendicular  to  the  windows 
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1.  This  house  originated  from  the  mould  of  a lively,  dynamic,  metropolitan  future  oriented  soul.  It  is  a contemporary,  intriguing, 
unpredictable  mould  which  has  the  unmistakable  signature  of  Architect  Simone  Micheli  forged 

2/3.  The  perception  of  this  space  is  highly  unconventional,  visionary  where  colour  bubbles  flotating  in  a spotless  sea  generate 
emotions  connected  with  childish  innocence,  lightness  and  joy

79  Diffused  lighting 


In  the  lighting  design  of  the  home  interior  space,  diffused  lighting  means  that  the  lights  are  diffused  equably 
from  around  the  light  source,  and  then  go  through  the  semitransparent  material  which  keeps  out  the  lights 
to  some  extent  so  as  to  form  the  lighting  effects.  This  lighting  system  features  soft  and  stable  lights,  so  it  is 
applied  to  many  sites. 


In  this  case,  the  designer  combines  various  kinds  of  lighting  systems,  among  which  the  translucent  marble 
is  chosen  as  the  top  facing  of  the  light  source  in  the  cellar,  thus  enriching  the  space  dimension  of  the  interior 
space  by  blocking  the  lights.

2.  The  customer  wanted  to  see  the  outer  space  in  the  wine  cellar,  something  vivid  and  extraordinary.  But  that  area  was  quite 
chamber  in  fact.  That’s  why  designer  wrapped  it  up  in  a wide  strand  of  Corian  and  lit  it.  At  the  ends  the  designer  placed  stained 
glass  mirrors.  Designers  intend  to  expand  the  space  using  this  technique

80  Mixed  lighting 


In  home  interior  space  design,  mixed  lighting  refers  to  the  lighting  system  that  integrates  various  kinds  of  lamps 
and  luminous  lighting  system  which  creates  the  interior  spatial  ambience  by  the  combination  of  several  lighting 
systems  rather  than  emphasising  some  certain  kind  of  lighting  effect. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  retransforms  the  old  space  by  means  of  spatial  reconstruction,  material  organization 
and  the  arrangement  of  furniture  and  mixed  lighting,  thus  endowing  the  interior  space  with  warm  and  modern 
ambience.

81  Greening  design 


In  home  interior  space,  greening  design  means  to  achieve  the  transition  and  circulation  between  the  interior 
and  exterior  space  by  introducing  the  plants  into  the  interior  space  so  as  to  fulfill  the  interior  environment  with 
the  elements  of  the  exterior  natural  space.  The  geometric  modeling  of  the  modern  architecture  looks  stiff  and 
cold,  while  the  interior  greening  design  can  change  people’s  general  impression  of  the  space.  The  curves  and 
soft  feeling  of  the  plants  can  provide  people  with  a pleasant  sense  of  scale  and  intimacy. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  infiltrates  the  exterior  landscape  and  the  interior  space  into  each  other  through  the 
transparent  French  window  with  the  help  of  greening  design,  which  not  only  heightens  the  sense  of  openness 
and  the  degrees  of  changes,  but  extends  and  enlarges  the  limited  interior  space.

82  Furnishings  for  daily  use 


Home  interior  design  may  always  encounter  a large  number  of  articles  for  daily  use  such  as  the  home 
appliances,  dinnerware,  wine  sets,  stationery  and  books.  These  articles  can  not  perform  the  decorative  function 
but  convenient  to  use  them,  while  the  disadvantage  can  be  offset  and  the  decorative  effects  can  be  magnified 
if  they  are  hanged  or  placed  in  order  on  the  walls,  the  cabinet  frames  and  the  tables. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  arranges  the  daily  commodities  in  an  orderly  way  so  that  they  are  not  only  convenient 
to  use  but  improve  the  sense  of  sequence  of  the  space.

82  Art  furnishings 


In  home  interior  space,  the  artworks,  serving  as  ornaments  themselves,  are  the  last  but  the  most  important 
link  of  the  interior  space  design.  In  the  interior  space,  not  all  artworks  are  suitable  for  the  specific  environment 
and  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  quantity.  They  should  be  chosen  according  to  the  whole  spatial  scale  and 
ambience.  Usually,  the  standard  is  set  centring  on  the  visual  comfortableness,  for  instance,  the  paintings  and 
photography  works  on  the  wall  and  the  sculptures  and  artwares  on  the  table. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  not  only  effectively  defines  various  functional  areas  through  the  arrangement  of 
the  artworks  but  coordinates  the  relationship  of  colour  composition  with  the  help  of  the  colour  suggestion  of 
artworks.

In  addition  to  offering  the  basic  functions  such  as  serving  as  the  ornaments, 
dressing  space  and  the  storage  function,  the  vestibule  is  designed  in  the  same  style  to  that  of  the  whole  interior 
space.  The  design  of  the  vestibule  should  focus  on  its  simplicity,  functionality  and  artistic  quality.  Meanwhile, 
the  space  subdivision  of  the  vestibule  influences  the  sense  of  scale  of  the  whole  interior  space. 

In  this  case,  the  designer  builds  a feature  wall  resembling  a sculpture  at  the  vestibule.  The  top  of  the  feature 
wall  has  clear  directivity.  The  abstract  artworks  in  modern  style  at  the  entrance  imply  the  style  of  the  whole 
interior  space.

The 
design  principle  of  the  living  room  is  to  rationally  and  effectually  separate  the  main  functional  areas  from  the 
passageway  so  that  they  can  not  intersect  or  exert  influences  upon  each  other.
